No one seems to know just 
how it started, but Confederate 
flags have been breaking out 
like a rash all over the coun- 
try and the fad is being view- 
ed with alarm in some quárt- 
ers, 

One might think that the 
staid old Daughters of the Con- 
federacy would whoop with 
glee, but on the contrary, they 
are very much put out about 
it and complain that the dear 
old flag is being abused and 
insulted and there ought to be 
a law or something. 

On the other hand, some 
fock-ribbed Yankees fear that 
this widespread display of the 
Rebel emblem will stir up 
strife that might lead to anoth- 
er Civil War: They point out 
that it will tend to revive the 
bitter feeling that existed be- 
tween the Noreh and South 
immediately following the war 
between the states and some- 
thing should be dtne about it. 

Personally, I can't see any- 
thing to get excited about. Fads 
like this come and go and 
there is seldom any deep or 
sinister meaning attached to 
them. It appears that folks who 
used to get a kick out of dis- 
playing a fox or squirrel tail 
on their automobile, for some 
reason or another have switch- 
ed to Confederate flags for a 

echange. Maybe next year they 
will turn to a rabbit's foot or 
Coca-Cola bottle. 

In a recent column in the 
Haines City Herald M. M. 
"Dad" Lee says: "An Associat- 
ed Press Dispatch from New 
Jersey states that a chaplain of 
the Sons of Union Veterans 
terms the fad ‘improper and en- 
tirely out of order.’ The Con- 
federate flag, ‘went out of ex- 
istence at the end of the Civil 
War. The fad is dangerous. " 

It seems that the people of 

ih. North have taken to the 
Rebel flag gto h greater 
extent than the people of the 
South, and "Dad" Lee thinks 
it is an indication of a growing 
resentment against the central- 
ization of government and pow- 
er in Washington. 

He. points out that such 
centralization is directly con- 
trary to all the principals und- 
erlying the American form of 
government, and there is un- 
doubtedly a deep seated feel- 
ing upon the part of the Ameri- 
can people, both in the North 
and South, that it must not be 
allowed to grow. 

The fad is not dangerous as 
the 
correctly interprets it. It does 
not represent an effort on the 
part of any person or any state 
to secede from the Union; it 

not be dangerous to anyone 


ca 
except those who do not be- 
lieve in our traditional form of 
government. 


he Confederate flag stands 
for an ideal. It stands, if any- 
thing ever did, for the free- 
dom of the individual, and this 
is not just a Southern ideal. It 
stands for local self-govern- 
ment, and personal independ- 
ence.
